“Northwest™ trade to the Colembia. river was
first projected from fhere; for many years
Salem shipe were the only ones from Ameri-
| oa that traded from the West cnast of Afries
| for gum copal and ivory, and up tos lnte
period, uo other vessels, of any nation, visit-
ed the Fijii Islands. Tbe trade with those
islunds, st the time of which I am abount to

| speak, was extra bazanlons, on account of
| the savage chamcter of the inhabitants
They wore savages, in cvery scnse of the
‘ton]—«!mrblmm. eruel, trescherous, and
thoroush cannibals, Yel the trade wae a
very profitable ope, snd although severl ves-
‘ seln liad been eot off, and their trews masss-
ered and caten, vet the Salem merchants did
! not shandon the trade.  The priscipal com-
| modity procured there was biche le mer, 8
| French name for a eea-snall, that was found
| in considerable guantities on the extensive
| cornl reefs which surround and intetlace
| those lslands In every direction. This, when
curced, was taken to Manlla and disposed of

The
land] wus Ligh and mognlaioous, but covered
witl verdure from the highest pepks down
to the sand beach. ‘This howover, as I after-
warids aecertnined, was the case with neurly
every one of (his extongive group of over
two hundred fslands. At this jsland, some
years previous to my visit, a portion of the
crew of o Balem brig, engaged In biche-de-mier
fishing, were munlered and eaten by the sav-
ages, the master having omitled the precau-
tion of kegping a hostage on board. Vendo-
¥i, Urother of the king of Rewn, was the per-
petrator of tkis outrage, and for yeurs went
unpunlshed. Atlength, bowever, during the
visit of the U. 8. Exploring Expedition, a
year or two Lefure my arrival al the lslands,
Vendovi was captured and taken to the Uni-
ted States by Captain Wilkes; but the proud
old chicel could not llve io confinement, and
died shortly after resebing New York.

After passing Kantavae, we ran across Lhe
channel bulween that island and Vanus Leyn,
(literally, large land) und anchored vear the
mouth of the Rewa river. This island is the
largest In the group, excesding in extent,
perbaps, the lsland of Hawail. Immoedistely
ou droppinganchor near a litle sandy eocon-
nut coviered islel, called Nukulao, the boand-
log-nettings were triced up all round, and
everything made snog.  None of the inhabit-
ants were seen o [far, ss the villages wers
some miles up the river.

After dioner, the whaleboat wis lowered

Greatly to my delight, I was incloded in the
number selected, for I would now have ap
opportunily lo satisfy an intense curiosity
which I bad long felt, and to closcly observe
these slrnge peoplé.
